Washington, Oct 28.—The growth 


of the rural free delivery service has 
been phenomenal. 
It started 
five 


years ago with an appropriation 
of 


910,000, the first route'running from 
Charleston, W. Va. 


The appropriation . for the service 


during the present year is J3,500,000 
and the Postmaster General will ask 
congress to allow JG,250,000 for the 
next. year. 
Congressmen who are 


taking particular Interest In the ser< 
vice say that tho appropriation will 
probably l>e greater than 
the Post 


master General will recommend and 
predict that $10,000,000 will be appro- 
priated. 


• It Is estimated that when the ser- 
vice has.been perfected It will cover 
l.QOO.OOO square miles of 
territory 


and have over 30,000,000 patrons. On 
Nov.' 1 there will be 6,000 routes In 
operation, one carrier to each route, 
and tho natural growth of the service 
will Increase the number of routes 
by the first of next July to between 
8.000 and 9,000. 
Each carrier serves 


on ,nn average COO patrons. 
There 


were 4,298 carriers on the first of last 
July, so that within one year the ser- 
vice-will have doubled. 


Statistics being compiled-for use 


In the annual report of the Postmaster 
general show that the rural free de- 
livery service has materially Increas- 
ed the postal business In .the sections 
where It has been Introduced. 
The 


officials ol the department believe 
that It Is a question of a comparative- 
ly short time when this business will 
pay •' the • cost la the maintenance of 
the service.

but nothing availed.

gine, backed by Its heavy

train, caught the carriage and horse 
and tossed them high 
In the 
air, 


throwing them 100 feet down the line. 
The train was stopped as soon as pos- 
sible and backed'up to the scene of 
the accident. • 


Miss Bonzel and Paullfski

But perhaps the most 
valuable data contained from a medical 
point of view are the accurate regis- 
tering of the medication of i.ic case— 
not a single morsel of food nor a dose 
of medicine or bath Is omitted In this 
' account. Included In the running story 
at the proper Intervals are the bulletins 
which were given to the public as the 
case progressed.
